Congressional 
Committee

W ith Progress Made. 
Havana,

congressional appropriations commit­ 
tee, which lias been inspecting the 
Panama canal, arrived here from Co­ 
lon by the steamer Cristobal. 
They 
were received by President Gomez. 
Members of the committee said they 
all were 
greatly pleased

progress of work on the canal and 
believed it probable that the canal 
would be completed and open for traf­ 
fic in advance of the estimated date. 
Senator Coe I. Crawford of South Da­ 
kota said all tile members of the com­ 
mittee were highly impressed by the 
splendid work of 
Colonel 
Goethals, 
chairman cf the canal commission and 
chief engineer of the work.

were convinced, he said, of the de­ 
sirability of the passage of the bill of 
Mr. Mann of Illinois, which passed 
the house during the last session of 
congress.

New York, Nov. 26.— What will be, 
when fully developed, an absolutely 
new thing in the detail of the ad­ 
ministration of a great church is being 
planned now by the officers of the 
Central Presbyterian church, of which 
the Rev. Dr. John F. Carson is pastor. 
This proposition, now only a tenta­ 
tive one, but which will no doubt 
be fully developed into a working plan, 
is to create 
a 
fund 
which can be 
drawn upon in case any one of the 
members is in financial embarrass­ 
ment and needs a loan. 
It is also in­ 
tended to take members out of the 
hands of the money sharks. 
The fund, which, it is understood, is 
not to be a large one, is to be main­ 
tained on a purely business basis, and 
is to be directed by men of business. 
The borrower will be obliged to pay 
back what he gets from the fund, and 
in fact it is to be understood, cannot 
get a loan except on this purely busi­ 
ness basis. 
It is in no sense a charitable fund, 
but is in the minds of the promoters.

Washington. Nov. 26.— The revolu 
tion in Nicaragua is spreading, in the 
opinion 
of 
Captain 
Shipley, 
com­ 
mander of the United States cruise! 
Des Moines, whien is off the east coast 
of 
Nicaragua. 
The 
revolutionary 
forces are reported to be maintaining 
an effective blockade and are patrol­ 
ling off Grey town with two gunboats. 
Assurance was given that American 
and foreign interests are being pro­ 
tected. 
These are the important facts con 
tained in a cablegram received at the 
navy department from the command 
er of the Des Moines at Port Limon. 
On Nov. 23 the revolutionary gun 
boats fired on Greytown, but without 
effect. 
The revolutionary forces now 
have possession of the back country 
of Nicaragua, including Rama, where 
fighting is likely to occur. 
An officer 
from the Des Moines landed at Grey­ 
town, but found only one American 
citizen. 
The state department was advised 
by the Western Union Telegraph com­ 
pany that during the present inter­ 
ruption to the telegraph lines in Nica­ 
ragua and Costa Rica, it is possible 
to handle some of the traffic by wire­ 
less, via Colon, but that the service 
is not continuous, and there was no 
communication between Tuesday and 
Thursday. 
rlh is accounts for the diffi­ 
culty the department is experiencing 
in its efforts to reach its diplomatic 
and consular officers at Central Ameri­ 
can ports. 
Renewed efforts are being 
made to reach these officers. 


W ireless M e s s a g e Received. 
The department of state received by 
wireless, by way of Colon, a message, 
of which the following is a transla­ 
tion: 
“According to article 742 of military 
ordinance Zelaya had no right to shoot 
the outposts.” 
The message was signed “Sub Sec­ 
retary of State Moreira.” It is as­ 
sumed that he is an insurrectionist. 
It 
was stated that the department would 
not reply to Moreira. 
That the explanation to be made by 
tne Nicaraguan government regarding 
the conditions under which the two 
Americans, Groce and Cannon, were 
executed will be unsatisfactory to the 
state department can safely be pre­ 
dicted. 
From any point the official 
view is that the men were free from 
the charge of being spies, and were 
entitled to he regarded as prisoners of 
war, and therefore not subject to that 
penalty. 
Moreover, if they were cap­ 
tured in Costa Rica, as reported, the 
act was in clear violation of Costa 
Rican sovereignty, and may easily in­ 
volve Costa Rica in war with the Ze- 
layan government if the American gov­ 
ernment turns to Costa Rica for re­ 
dress.
